.0202 The adverse effects of surface mining operations will 
be prevented or minimized and that mined tands will be reclaimed 
toa — condition which is readily adaptable for alternative tand 
use; 

0203. The production and conservation of minerals will be 
encouraged white giving consideration to values-relating to eee: 
tion, watershed, wildlife, range and forage, and aesthetic enjoyment, 
and the residual hazards to the public health and safety wilt 
beeliminated. 

.021 Exemptions. The provisions of this Chapter shali not apply 
to any of the following activities: 

.0211 Excavations or grading conducted for farming. or on- 
site construction or for the purpose of restoring tand following a 
floor or natural disaster ; 

.0212 Prospecting for, or the extraction of, minerals ‘for 
comemrcial purposes and the removal of overburden, in total 
amounts. of tess than 1,000 cubic yards in any one focation. 
Thisexemption shall not apply to any single excavation which is 
greater than one acre in size; 

.0213 Surface mining operations that are required by federal 
faw in order te protect a mining claim, if such operations are 
conducted solely for that purpose. 

.0214 Such surface mining operations which the State Mining 
and Geology Board finds are exempt from the provisions of the 
California Surface Mining and Reclamation Act of 1975, because of 
their infrequent nature and invoive only minor surface disturbances. 

Section 9499.020 Definitions. 

For the purpose of carrying out the intent of this Chapter, 
words, terms and phrases shall be deemed to have the meaning 
ascribed to them herein and in Chapter 9401 “‘Definifion - Zoning 
Code’. 

When not inconsistent with the context, words used in the 
present tense include the future, words used in the singular number 
include the plural number, and words used in the piural number 
include the singular number. Words used in the masculine gender 
include the feminine gender, and Words used in the feminine gender 
include the masculine gender. The word ‘shail’ is always mandato- 
ry and not merely directory. 

.010 “A’’ Words, Terms and Phrases. 

Area of Regional Significance: An area designated by the 
State Mining and Geology Board which is known to contain a deposit 
of minerals, the extraction of which is judged to be of prime 
importance in meeting future needs for minerals in a particular 
region of the state within which the minerals are located and which, 
if prematurely developed for alternate incompatible land uses, could 
result in the permanent loss of minerals that are of more than focal 
significance. 

Area of Statewide Significance: An area designated by the 
State Mining and Geology Board, which is known to contain a
